An inevitable consequence of 
population growth and econo- 
mic prosperity is the birth of 
conflict between various resour- 
ce interests. As more people 
with more money demand more 
of the better things of life, 
suppliers of these things are 
likely to tread on each other’s 
toes, 

A contraversial case in point 
is the use of chemical poisens to 
kill pests, Which too often has 
also produced damaging side- 
effects at the expense of wild- 
life. 

In Michigan, problems raised 
by the large-scale application of 
pesticides differ somewhat from 
those encountered elsewhere be- 
cause of the state’s diversity of 
resources, 

Agriculture, tourism, and for- 
est industry perennially com- 
pete for second place in Michi- 
gan’s economy with agriculture 
currently halding the edge. 
Fach of the three involves be- 


tween $650 million and $800 
million per year. 

Of the three, tourism de- 
pends largely on the lure of na- 
tural beauty. And natural beau- 
ty is the sum of all things na- 
tural, particularly living things, 
from orchids to elm trees, from 
kummingbids to elk, ete. 

When some new technologi- 
cal development throws this 
type of resource into jepordy, 
it is understandable that many 
people react quickly and with 
strong emotians. 

The application of pesticides 
by private landowners to their 
own crops has yet stirred Jittle 
objection. Probably the attitude 
is that the landowner - - be he 
fruit grower, truck gardener, or 
general farmer has every 
right to safeguard his invest- 
ment and livlihood. 

Public outery started 
the use of pesticides began to 
he made an a large seale, invol- 
ying privately-owned Jands 
without any attempt to secure

individual approval. 

Michigan's first public rela- 
tions problem with pesticides 
the application of 
herbicides to highway rights-of- 
way. The second was the use of 
chemical debarking agents by 
the pulpwood industry which 
eventually proved not to be a 
widely useful technique in this 
part of the country. Some 
forms-of wildlife were killed, 
unfortunately, before this was 
learned. 

Real trouble arose when Du- 
tech elm disease struck. The best 
methods presently known for 
combating its transmission pose 
a threat to animal life, especial- 
ly songbirds, in the immediate

to avoid human activity, roost- 
ing birds may be killed if they 
are soaked by a direct hit. 

This type of loss brings vio- 
lent reactions from people on 
either side of the question. 

Proponents of spraying point 
out that it takes 50 years to 
grow a good-size elm tree and 
that the loss of birds is slight 
in relation to the total popula- 
tion. The bird lover retorts that 
he is interested in the birds in 
his own backyard, not théeutk 
of the population which he 
never sees, and is skeptical that 
the elm trees can be saved any- 
how. 

The problem of Dutch elm 
disease control is essentially an 
intensive type of program exer- 
eised within a restricted area, 
The need fo contol of insects 
that damage growing forests is 
an extensive problem.

Under the new law, those 
merchants who are allowed to 
stay open seven days a week 
will have a list of certain items 
which may not be sold only on 
one week-end day, either Satur- 
day or Sunday.
